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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant submits that Goudy is merely a pulsed 
DC source which generates high frequency DC pulses and has a portion of time where no power is delivered. Applicant also argues that 
claim 1 requires the positive DC voltage component is continuous. 

The Examiner does not agree because a postive DC high voltage component as recited in claim 1 is not limited to a continuous power 
signal. A pulsed positive DC high voltage component would read on a positive DC high voltage component because a pulsed DC signal is 
a DC signal. Additionally the postiive pulse of Goudy is a dc power signal is continuous for its pulse period. As Goudy teaches a positive 
DC high voltage component the rejection is maintained. 

Generally, in response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 US PQ 871 
(CCPA 1 981 ); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1 091 , 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1 986). 

The amendments to claim 15 and 20 are not entered as they introduce new issue, such as "predetermined distance" and "the 
structure... connected to ground". New issue requires a new search and consideration. As amendments are entered in whole or in part no 
amendments have been entered at this time. 
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
